Ve  proceeded  to  this  location 
and  upon  arriving  found  it  to  be  false. 

be  left  the  library  and  beard  a report  that  a suspect  fitting  tve 
description  was  seen  in  the  Texas  Theatre,  ?31  W.  Jefferson,  end 
was  hiding  in  the  balcony,  be  proceeded  to  thi  a location  and  I 
began  searching  the  balcony.  I started  down  the  stairs  and  heard 
someone  shout,  "I've  got  him  deem  hare".  I went  downstairs  and 
assisted  in  arresting  Lee  Harvey  Oswald.  At  this  time,  Officer  M.  H. 
MeBonalc  had  this  subject  and  was  attempting  to  take  a pistol  out  of 
his  hand.  I along  with  numerous  other  of fl oars  grabbed  Oswald  and 
someone  took  the  pistol  out  of  his  hand.  Handcuffs  were  then  placed  on 
the  subject.  At  this  time  the  prisoner  began  ahouting  "I'm  not  resisting 
end  T’m  proclaiming  police  brutality".
